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The Trend of Business 


IN THE UNITED STATES 


Business Activity for the 4 weeks ending May 19 was up 
fractionally from the previous 4 weeks, 11 per cent from 
the corresponding period in 1950, and 14 per cent for the 
first 4 months of the year as compared with last year, ac- 
cording to the New York Times business activity index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
up 5 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, 10 per cent from 
the corresponding period in 1950, and 14 per cent for the 
first 4 months of the year as compared with last year. 

Bank Debits outside New York City dropped 1 per cent 
in April from March but were 27 per cent above April, 
1950, and for the first 4 months of the year were 26 per 
cent above last year. 

Personal Income was up 1 per cent in April from March, 
14 per cent from April, 1950, and for the first 4 months of 
the year was 12 per cent above last year. Salaries and 
wages income was up 1 per cent in April from March, 19 
per cent from April, 1950, and 20 per cent for the first 4 
months of the year as compared with last year. 

Life Insurance Sales dropped 3 per cent in April from 
March but were 12 per cent above April, 1950, and for the 
first 4 months of the year were 10 per cent above last year. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board Index was up fractionally in April from 
March, 17 per cent from April, 1950, and for the first 4 
months of the year was 20 per cent above last year. 

Bituminous Coal Production dropped 6 per cent in April 
from March and was 6 per cent below April, 1950, but for 
the first 4 months of the year was 26 per cent above last 
year. 

Steel Production was up 1 per cent in April from March, 
7 per cent from April, 1950, and for the first 4 months of 
the year was 13 per cent above last year. The steel indus- 
try operated at 103 per cent of capacity. 

Construction Activity as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded was up 8 per cent in April from March, 2 
per cent from April, 1950, and for the first 4 months of the

IN OHIO 


Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities were up 4 per cent in April 
from March, 37 per cent from April, 1950, and for the first 
4 months of the year were 31 per cent above last year. 


Life Insurance Sales dropped 6 per cent in April from 
March but were 21 per cent above April, 1950, and for the 
first 4 months of the year were 17 per cent above last year. 


Agricultural Income was up 2 per cent in April from 
March, 35 per cent from April, 1950, and for the first 4 
months of the year was 35 per cent above last year. 


Electric Power Production was up 3 per cent in April 
from March, 14 per cent from April, 1950, and for the first 
4 months of the year was 14 per cent above last year. 


Bituminous Coal Production was up 14 per cent in April 
from March but was 12 per cent below April, 1950. For the 
first 4 months of the year, however, production was 2 per 
cent above last year. 


Construction Activity as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded was down 8 per cent in April from March 
and 12 per cent from April, 1950. For the first 4 months 
of the year, however, construction activity was 29 per cent 
above last year. Residential construction was down 4 per 
cent in April from March and was 20 per cent below April, 
1950, but for the first 4 months of the year was 12 per cent 
above last year. Public works and utilities construction 
was down 40 per cent in April from March, 54 per cent 
from April, 1950, and for the first 4 months of the year 
was 9 per cent below last year. Nonresidential construc- 
tion continued to increase. 


Retail Sales of independent stores dropped 9 per cent in 
April from March but were 3 per cent above April, 1950, 
and for the first 4 months of the year were 17 per cent 
above last year. 


Department Store Sales dropped 6 per cent in April 
from March but were 3 per cent above April, 1950, and for 
the first 4 months of the year were 16 per cent above last 
year.

to the wage freeze (including productivity increases) 
as well as periodical cost-of-living increases under pre- 
freeze plans are permissible. In addition, rate adjustments 
outside the 10 per cent base are permitted in “rare and 
unusual” cases of manpower shortages in essential indus- 
tries (rate adjustments to direct flow of manpower) and 
in cases where the base period, January 15, 1950, pay rolls 
were abnormal. “Tandem” increases, increases necessary 
to maintain historically established differentials, over and 
above the 10 per cent ceiling are also allowable. 

Current wage stabilization does not cover or include con- 
trol over merit increases, promotions, reclassifications, and 
length-of-service adjustments. 

The accompanying table and chart indicate the average 
hourly gross earnings and the per cent change in the aver- 
age hourly gross earnings for production workers in lead- 
ing manufacturing industries in Ohio. 

It should be emphasized that the hourly earnings pre- 
sented here are average gross earnings calculated by di- 
viding the total wages paid (to skilled and unskilled work- 
ers for straight-time and over-time work) by the number 
of hours worked. Hence changes in the average hourly 
earnings as shown here are the result of changes in the 
straight-time wage rate, changes in the amount of over- 
time work, and changes in the relative number of skilled 
as compared with unskilled workers. These data, there- 
fore, are not strictly comparable to the average straight- 
time hourly rate at which the stabilization prograin is 
directed. 

Average hourly earnings in manufacturing have risen 
steadily since 1947 as is shown in the accompanying chart. 
The rate of increase, however, tapered off during the latter 
part of 1948 and through the first half of 1950. Following 
the outbreak of hostilities in Korea, hourly earnings again 
began to increase at a faster rate. 

Current interest centers on the per cent increase since 
January, 1950, since the present general ceiling on wage 
rate increases is 10 per cent above the January, 1950, 
level. 


WAGE STABILIZATION 


Hourly gross earnings in April, 1951, averaged better 
than 10 per cent more than the hourly earnings in Janu- 
ary, 1950, in 25 of the 35 leading manufacturing industries 
indicated in the accompanying table. 

Increases in the 10 industries in which average hourly 
gross earnings increased less than 10 per cent, averaged

between 4.1 per cent in the bread industry and 9.6 per cent 
in the paper and pulp industry. Increases in the other 8 
industries, aircraft, auto assembling, electrical equipment, 
iron castings, newspaper printing, rubber tires, and meat 
packing industries, varied between 7 per cent and 9 per 
cent. 


The 10 per cent ceiling, of course, applies to straight- 
time hourly rates for appropriate employee units which 
may be a department of a company, a separate plant of 
a company, the whole company, or even an industry. The 
data presented here, however, are averages for hourly 
gross earnings for various industries and not straight- 
time rates for appropriate employee units.
